TIME TO CONFER SOUGHT 


Message Points Out That Opinion 
Cannot Be Presented Until 
Conference Is Held 








NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—In view of | 
the presentation to the National Conven- 
tion of Insurance Commissioners by Sec- 
retary Walter H. Bennett of the National 
Association of Insurance Agents with a 
long list of objections to the proposed 
modified Chrysler-Palmetto plan, there 
is some question as to the action of the 
special committee of the National Con- 
vention. This committee had expected 
to meet this week either in Cleveland or 
in Washington, D. C., by which time it 
was anticipated the views of the local 
agents and of the company executives 
would have been formulated and be 
available for the commissioners. Mr. 
Bennett in his letter addressed to the 
commissioners presented a long list of 
objections to the proposed plan, but 
pointed out in conclusion that the par- 
ties at interest had not had an oppor- 
tunity to confer on the question and thus | 
action might better be postponed until | 
after a conference could be held. 

Seek Time to Confer 





It has been decided to organize a com- | 
mittee to represent the fire companies, | 
casualty companies and the agents. Three | 
members are to be appointed by the | 
National Automobile Underwriters Con- } 
ference, three by the National Bureau of | 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters and 
three by the National Association ] 
Insurance Agents. An investigation of 
the matter by such a committee would 
require some time and thus Mr. Bennett | 
suggested that in order to fully comply | 
with the request of the committee, addi- | 
tional time should be granted.

In the meantime, a lengthy list of ob- 
jections to the proposed modification of 
the Palmetto’s insurance plan has been | 
presented to the commissioners, so that 
if they contemplate immediate action,

Michigan Inspection Bureau has 
mide a report on the Lake Independ- 
ence Lumber Co. loss at Big Bay 
Mich., which took place Dec. 27. The 
fire started early Sunday morning while 
The fire originated 
at a point near the center of the group, 
in the wood auto body parts mill. The 
fire is thought to have started spontane. 
ously or trom defective wiring at ma- 
chines using electric motors, igniting 
saw dust which had not been swept up 
and spreading to the fine wood dust. 
causing a flash fire over a large area, 
which spread quickly to all parts of the 
wood auto parts section and the plan- 
ing mill. The burned sections,’ except 
the incombustible dry kiln, were 
equipped with sprinklers, all of which 
it was stated were on dry pipe service 
at the time of the fire. 


Sprinklers Failed to Act 


The sprinkler failure might be attrib- 
the rapid spread of fire over- 
powering this type of protection. Wit- 
nesses stated that the roof collapsed in 
from 10 to 20 minutes. It is understood

“In the early days. fire departments 
were social organizations and much 


rivalry existed as to which should be the 
first in getting to a fire. When com- 
panies simultaneously arrived at a fire 
frequently water fights and free-for-alls 
were engaged in, much to the detriment 
of efficient fire fighting. 


Got Charter from Illinois 


“The need for a separate department 
to prevent unnecessary damage to prop- 
erty from such rivalry, and to have an 


organization which could devote its 
energies to salvage was early realized 
by insurance companies, and accord- 
ingly, in 1871, they secured from Illi- 


nois a charter to organize a fire patrol. 
This charter gave the patrol permission 
to enter buildings, to remove and salvage 
property, and to prevent fires. 

“From a small beginning, the organi- 
zation has grown to its present size of 
160 men assigned to nine stations. The 
department is supervised by the patrol 
committee of the Chicago Board. The 
money which finances this organization 
is derived from a 2 per cent assessment 
on all fire premiums collected within 
Chicago. 

Four Salvaging Methods 


“There are four methods used in the 
salvaging of property. First is the cov- 
ering of stock to protect it from water 
that might seep from floors above; sec- 
ond, removal of stock to a place of 
safety; third, after the fire has been 
extinguished protecting the salvage from 
exposure by covering roofs and other 
openings; and fourth, drainage ot 
water and skidding of stock.” 

Two particularly good examples of 
‘he patrol’s work were cited, one in a 
ite which occurred recently in “Piano 
Row” on Wabash avenue, in which a 
stock of grand pianos on the fourth floor 
was left unprotected after a fire had 
occurred on the fifth. The patrol blocked 
ff the steam pipes, covered the floor, 
and heated it until such time as the 
manos could be removed to a place of 
storage. Another case on Wabash ave- 
nue in which the patrol was commended 
‘or good work, 60 pianos were moved 
'rom the basement to the fourth floor 
ifter the owner of the buildin had said 
that such removal was an impossibility.

The fire department will some- 
times withhold water until the Fire Pa- 
trol arrives “to cover,” inasmuch as it 
has been found that many times there 
will be less loss, resulting from the with- 
holding of water than any use of it will 
prevent. 

Equipment Carried by Truck 


The equipment carried on each truck 
is as follows: 40 covers, 2 fire axes, door 


opener, carbide light, hammer and nails 
for each man, first aid kit, fire extin- 
guishers, pike poles, ladders, sprinkler 
heads to close up systems, squeegees, 


shovels and brooms. 

The patrol has other duties than that 
of salvage. A daily fire report is issued 
in which all fires up to 8:00 a. m. are 
reported, and the approximate amount 

t loss indicated. 

A card index is kept by the patrol 
showing each fire loss and all details per- 
taining to it. These files are available to 
all interested persons. Another duty 
which the fire patrol performs is that of 


inspection. Last year it inspected 163 
huildings. 
Fire Watch Now Used 
Another duty which has recently been 


added to those of the patrol is that of 
stationing a fire watch at each loss until 
the company adjusters arrive on the 
scene and relieve him. Some idea of the 
value of maintaining a fire patrol can be 
had when it is remembered that only 
25 percent of the total fire loss can be 
actually attributed to fire. The remain- 
ing 75 percent of the property loss re- 
sults either from water damage or from 
damage necessitated in the ventilation 
of the fire. To cut down this water loss 
is the big job of the fire patrol. 

In closing, Chief McAuliffe gave 
some very interesting statistics in regard 
to the work of the patrol. During the 
vear, 13,079 alarms were responded to; 

3444 miles were covered; 20,343 stock 
covers spread: 1,679 roof covers spread:

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APPROVE TAX X CHANGES| EXPOSURE OF LLOYDS 


AMEND CERTAIN PROVISIONS | 


Senate Meets Objections Voiced Against 
Original Proposals in Revenue 
Bill 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Amend- 
ments to the various insurance provi- 
sions in the tax law were adopted by the 
Senate last week to meet objections 
which have been voiced against the 
wording of the various sections as pro- 
posed by the finance committee in intro 
ducing the bill. 

Although there considerable de- 
bate, when the provision first came up, 
over the retention of the present 12% 
percent tax on the income of insurance 
companies, the Senate agreed to retain 
the present rate without debate upon 
return to those sections. Considerable 
criticism was expressed originally over 
the proposal to give the insurance com- 
panies a rate 1 per cent lower than that 
which would apply to other corpora- 
tions, but these differences were settled 
before the Senate again reached that 
part of the measure.

Exempt Heciprocals 


Under another amendment the e xemp- 


tion from tax afforded farmers’ and 
other mutual insurance companies 
would be extended also to interinsurers 
and reciprocal underwriters. It was 


pointed out that there are 
organizations whose 
nated as subscribers, operating as inter- 
indemnity or reciprocal insurance or- 
ganizations on a premium deposit plan 
through an attorney in fact for the pur- 
pose of insuring against loss by fire or 
other casualty. No premiums are 
charged for policies, but each subscriber 
makes certain deposits with the attorney- 
in-fact for the purpose of securing his 
undertaking to indemnify the other sub- 
scribers. The Treasury Department now 
holds that such interinsurers and recip- 
rocal underwriters are exempt from tax 
under section 231 if the income of inter- 
insurers and reciprocal underwriters 
from investments is not in excess of 15 
percent of the total income of the or- 
ganization. The changes made by the 
Senate, it was explained, merely con- 
firm the existing ruling of the depart- 
ment and remove the possibilitv of that 
ruling being reversed by the Board of 
Tax Appeals.

Clarify Mutuals’ Provisions 

After the adoption of these clarifying 
provisions, the Senate agreed to the 
change originally made by the finance 
committee permitting total exemption to 
mutual hail, cyclone and casualty com- 
panies but restricting the exemption to 
such fire companies only to those who 
secure 85 percent or more of their in- 
come from assessments upon members. 
In dealing with the income of such fire 
insurance companies, however, the Senate 
adopted an amendment to exclude from 


computation as income from sources 


other than assessments payments re 
ceived from re-insurers on account of 
losses or by re-insurers on account of 
premiums. The addition of this word- 


ing, it was stated, met with the approval 
of the mutual fire insurance companies. 
Fire insurance companies were sep- 
arated from other mutuals because of the 
fear that, if given full exemption, they 
could go out and do the same kind of 
business that regular fire companies are 
doing and pay no tax, it was explained 
to the Senate. The measure, as approved, 
does not confine them entirely to busi

LIVESTOCK COVER ON FOXxgEs 


Representative of Hartford Live Stock 
Tells of Difficulties in That 
Class 


HARTFORD, Feb. 10.—Specia} 
Agent S. B. Hibbard of the Hartford 
Live Stock states that the insuring of 
foxes has engaged the attention of in- 
surance experts for some time. To ob- 
tain mortality figures for several kinds 
of live stock is comparatively easy. To 
obtain them for semi-wild animals like 
silver and black foxes is another story, 
Foxes of several kinds have been bred 
for some time on “farms” and to an 
extent statistics are available. 

“We are informed,” Mr. Hibbard 
says, “that one of the Canadian com- 
panies specializes in live stock insurance 
and we are interested to hear today that 
it has ceased writing on black foxes. If 
my information is correct we are the 
only company in North America which 
writes this class.” 

What Policy Covers 

Hartford Live Stock policies for 
silver or black foxes cover owners 
against loss by death of insured foxes 
from accidental or natural causes. A 
fox must be registered or scored by a 
recognized scoring organization, must 
be in perfect health and kept in sanitary 
places and have competent care. A sep- 
arate application and health certificate is 
needed for each fox. The limit is one 
half of the live market value as shown 
by market prices for scored foxes and 
pelts. The health certificate is by a 
graduate veterinary surgeon with a li- 
cense to practice and it gives the age 
the sex, the name and the registry num- 
ber of the fox.

the Senate were thrown out and the 
House provisions, allowing full exemp- 
tion from tax to farmers’ and other mu- 
tual fire, as well as cyclone, casualty 
and hail companies, were adopted Feb. 
6 after a lengthy debate precipitated by 
Senator Smith of South Carolina. 
Efforts of Senator Smoot of Utah, 
chairman of the finance committee, to 
stem the rising tide of opposition to the 
alleged “discrimination” against the fire 
companies, which made its appearance 
following the Senate’s approval of that 
course on Feb. 4, were futile, and by a 
vote of 50 to 14 it was agreed to recon- 
sider the vote by which the previous 
amendments had been adopted, followed 
by an affirmative vote to reject them. 
Charges that it would be but a matter 
of time before these mutual fire com- 
panies would compete for general busi- 
ness with the stock companies which 
pay tax were denied by senators who 
undertook to support the farmers in 
what was declared to be their only suc- 
cessful business venture. It was as- 
serted that the companies operated in 
the same manner as did the other mu- 
tuals which were given full exemption, 
that they had no profits, that all their 
money, regardless of the source from 
which derived, was devoted to the pay- 
ment of losses and expenses, and that 
it was discriminatory to make them sub- 
ject to the 15 percent provision.

Will Be Preventive Engineers 


\ coMPANY official recently stated that 


within the next ten years companies 
will be paying big salaries to their offi- 
cials to prevent the company from mak- 
ing an actual underwriting loss during 
the vear. That is, in a short time com- 
panies will no longer be expecting their 
underwriting heads to show an under- 
vriting profit on a year’s operations but 
ill, on the contrary, expect simply that 
there be no underwriting loss. This is 
in interesting theory and one that is no 
doubt based upon the rapidly declining 


underwriting profits. The fire companies 


today that are distributing the largest 
dividends are those that are making most 
their investments. 


Many of the old established companies 


of their money on 


with some of the strongest underwriting 
principles in use, showed little or no 
profit on their business of last year. The 
days of big underwriting profits are ap- 
parently gone or have vanished for the 
time being, at any rate. The whole ten- 


dency of fire insurance seems to be 
toward smaller underwriting profit and 
larger investment returns.

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REPORT ON ST. PAUL GIVEN 


National Board Finds Fire Protection 
in the Main Adequate but With 
Some Unreliable Features 


The report on St. Paul, Minn., issued 
by the National Board states that the 
water supply works are generally ade- 
quate and reliable with recent extensive 
program of improvement nearing com- 
pletion. Sufficient quantities are avail- 
able in most of the congested value dis- 
tricts, although quantities in some im- 
portant districts elsewhere are limited 
by small mains. The fire department is 
fairly strong and effective but under- 
trained. The fire alarm system is in- 
adequate and the headquarters’ equip- 
ment is poorly housed. In most of the 
congested value district, weak construc- 
tion, lacking in fire resistive features, 
makes severe individual to block fires 
probable and under unfavorable condi- 
tions such fires could cross the streets 
which are only of fair width and involve 
groups of blocks. More than one-half 
of the built-on area is in fireproof con- 
struction or is sprinklered, however,

The average annual num- 
ber of fires per 1,000 population was 
5.74, a very high number, and the aver- 
age loss per capita was $5.38, a high 
figure.

the interests of the community as well 
as for those of their own companies, 
and checking the activities of each agent 
and the kind of loss record he is pro- 
ducing. 

“In these towns we found great laxity 
in fire department efficiency,” said Mr. 
Eberle, “they were improperly manned

OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 10.—C. T. 
Ingalls, manager of the Oklahoma In- 
spection Bureau, has released a report to 
the effect that unless prompt action is 
taken by the city to improve its fire 
protection and prevention facilities, the 
rates must be increased.

Is Unethical Procedure 


The modified plan does not disclose 
the absence of interest by the finance 
company in commissions on insurance. 
Such an interest, if any exists, is vicious, 
subversive of ethical insurance practices 
and violates the laws of those states 
which provide that such commissions 
shall be paid to resident or licensed 
agents or brokers. 

While the modified plan does not re- 
veal the commission arrangements, nev- 
ertheless the general understanding is 
that the Baltimore brokers who nego- 
tiated the original deal receive the entire 
commission. Some state laws require 
the payment of commissions to resident 
agents and prohibit a division with non- 
resident brokers. No plan should be 
advanced requiring resident agents to 
violate the laws of their state. 

Upholds Overhead Writing 


The modified plan countenances over- 
head writing—a plan which violates the 
generally recognized territorial rights of 
agents for a principal which has been 
agreed to by practically all jnsurance 
companies. The principle stabilizes the 
insurance business and assures the con- 
tinuance in it of men qualified to serve 
the public. : 

The sixth provision of the modified 
plan calls only for the countersignature 
and delivery of the subsidiary contract 
by a resident agent in order to comply 
technically with resident agency laws. 
The reasonable conclusion is that one 
agent in each state will be sufficient for 
this work and that he will not be re- 
quired or expected to render any insur- 
service. It is not revealed who will 
solicit or negotiate the insurance, take 
the application, collect and transmit the 
premium, prepare the policy, and nego- 
tiate the other details necessary for com- 


ance 


plete and adequate protection. The 
modified plan reveals a total absence 
of the necessary interest and effort of 


an agent in properly servicing a policy. 
Legal Objections 


While the modified plan purports to 
provide for the delivery of insuranc 
contracts to retail purchasers of Chrysler 
cars through resident agents and not 
through automobile dealers, yet the fact 
remains that the delivery of the policy 
is not the act which effects the insurance 
and such delivery does not comply with 
the resident agency laws nor relieve the 
transaction of legal objections.

“To give reciprocals a little reality let 
us see how they start and how they 
operate.

Question of Right and 

Wrong to Members 

‘We will drop our crap game, be- 
cause we are coming to some serious 
illustrations. We have got our auto- 


mobile reciprocal organized and all you 


special agents are members. Why 
shouldn’t you be? In one view there 
is little to be said against it. You are 
mostly young, your salaries may not be 
large, and if you can get insurance for 
$20 instead of $25, or for $40 instead 
f $50, the $5 or the $10 will be very 
seful. 

“In other views it is entirely wrong. 

Cake first the question of right and 
wrong. You each agree to pay your 
share of losses while you are members. 


There are changes every day. Members 


drop out while there are unpaid losses 
which they agreed to help pay. It would 
be all right if they paid in a reserve, 
but the state allows exchanges to do 
without an adequate reserve, because the 


members promise to pay in another pre- 
mium, if needed. 


System Creates Need for 
“New Blood” and Expansion 


“What becomes of the unpaid losses 
when members drop out? They are 
loaded on the new members. This is 
not only unfair and contrary to agree- 
ment, but it creates an urgent need for 
‘new blood.’ Many of yeu will recall 
the split in the American Automobile 
Association a few years ago, caused by 
the Chicago Motor Club spreading out. 
Chicago wasn’t big enough to give the 
expansion desired. Not so many of you 
will recall the fraternal orders that were 
coing'to keep rates down by getting in 
new blood, that is, letting the new and 
voung members pay for the old. The 
fraternals had to come to the reserve 
system. I defy the Chicago Motor Club 
er any other motor club reciprocal to 
calculate its losses on a standard re- 
serve system and publish the result. 

“These two questions are money ques- 
tions over small amounts, and do not in- 
volve big risk to members. First is the 
question of saving $5 or $10 on cheap 
insurance, and then the question of the 
honesty of dropping out and leaving 
part of your losses to be paid by those 
that stay in. 


Appeal to Fringe of 
“Don’t Worry” Class 


‘The next question is on_ safety. 
lrankly you haven’t much to say on 
that to a good many reciprocal) mem- 
bers.

QUARTERLY PLAN IS UP

ARREST LLOYDS AGENT 
NOT LICENSED IN MICHIGAN 


Department to Press Charges Against 
Man Who Sold Accident and Health 
Policies Unlawfully 


LANSING, MICH., 
Fisher, agent of the American Lloyds 
of Chicago, who has been selling acej- 
dent and health policies in the western 
part of the state in spite of the fact 
that the American Lloyds is not licensed 
in Michigan, was traced to Muskegon 
and has been arrested by state police 
on a warrant secured by the Michigan 
department. He has been taken to Kala- 
mazoo to face the charges against him, 
that was the region in which he 
worked most intensively. The insurance 
department already has in its possession 
three policies countersigned by Mr. 
Fisher on which inquiries were made 
to the department. 

One of the assured, or at least one 
who thought she was insured, submit- 
ted a policy and a receipt for $12.50 paid 
to Mr. Fisher for three months’ health 
and accident coverage. This is appar- 
ently another violation of the Michigan 
law in addition to the fact that the pol- 
icy was sold by an unlicensed insurer, 
as the premium mentioned in the policy 
was $10 and there is no word in the 
contract regarding a special policy fee, 
yet the agent collected $12.50 instead oi

$10. This policyholder submitted a dis- 
ability claim on her policy which the 
Lloyds’ carrier has not yet repudiated, 


although she has received a notice that, 
due to the fact that no further premiums 


have been made, the policy has now 
been voided. Mr. Fisher faces a pen- 
alty of $100 for every unauthorized ap- 


plication he has taken that can be pro- 
duced by the insurance department 
Commissioner Hands hopes that the 
summary action planned in this case 
will discourage any further inroads in 
Michigan by agents of unadmitted 
Lloyds’ organizations. 
Lloyds Not Admitted 


Shortly after its organization the 
American Lloyds applied for admission 
to Michigan, but the department refused 
to forward the blanks until a financial 
statement, properly accredited, should 
be submitted. Nothing further was 
heard at the time, but several months 
later Commissioner Hands received 
requistion forms filled out by officials of 
the Chicago organization actually de- 
manding that the department appoint 
two men in Eaton Rapids as agents for 
the unauthorized carriers. An effort was 
made to locate the would-be agents, but 
a search of Eaton Rapids failed to dis- 
close their whereabouts and it was taken 
for granted by the department that the 
men were not actually residents, but 
merely home office agents who would 
be sent into the territory wher they 
were supplied with licenses.

LAW COVERS OUTSIDE STATE | 


Minnesota Supreme Court Again Affirms 
Former Ruling on Extra- 
Territoriality 


ST. PAUL, Feb. 10.—Once again the 
Minnesota supreme court has handed 
down a ruling on the extra-territoriality 
of the state compensation act. The 
court has affirmed a decision of the state 
industrial commission to the effect that 
a Minnesota employer employing a Min- 
nesota resident on work outside the 
state is subject to the Minnesota com- 
pensation rates. 

This question was ruled on in a sim- 
ilar case in 1915, the state industrial 
commission being upheld in both cases. 


What the Court Held 


In this latest case the Southern Surety 
was named as insurer-relator. The court 
says in its ruling: 

The facts are admitted and liability 
is conceded. The sole question in dispute 
is whether the claimant is entitled to 
compensation under the Minnesota com- 
pensation act or under the Iowa act. 
Under the Minnesota act he would receive 
$20 per week; under the lowa act $15 per 
week. 

3oth the claimant and his employers 
are residents of Minneapolis. The em- 
ployers, M. A. Floyd & Co., are building 
contractors, and in 1923 and 1924 were 
engaged in erecting buildings in Minne- 
apolis. The claimant was employed as 
a laborer upon this work, but without 
any fixed period of employment. In 1924, 
apparently in August, he made an agree- 
ment with his employers to go to Bur- 
lington, Ia., and work on a building 
which they were to construct at that 
place. He went to Burlington pursuant 
to this agreement and worked upon that 
building until Feb. 12, 1925, on which 
date he sustained the injury in question. 
About three weeks later he returned to 
Minneapolis and in April, 1925, instituted 
this proceeding. Floyd & Co. conceded 
liability for compensation, but insisted 
that their obligation rested upon and was 
governed by the Iowa law, and that the 
claimant cannot maintain this proceeding 
brought under the Minnesota law.

Say Minnesota Law Controls 


Floyd & Co. had their main office in 
Minneapolis and conducted their opera- 
tions at Burlington from that office, al- 
though they also had an office at Daven- 
port, Ia. 3oth parties are residents of 
Minneapolis, and the contract was made 
there although to be performed at Bur- 
lington. There is authority for the claim 
that where a contract of employment is 
to be performed in another state the 
compensation law of that state applies. | 
Banks vs. Howlett Co., 92 Conn. 368. But 
we think the facts bring the instant 
case within the doctrine of State ex rel. 
Chambers, 139 Minn. 205; State ex rel. 
Maryland Casualty, 140 Minn. 427; State 
ex rel. McCarthy Bros., 141 Minn. These 
eases hold that where a business is lo- 
calized in this state, an employe perform- ! 
ing services pertaining to that business 
is within the protection of our compen- | 
sation law although his services may be 
performed outside the state. The deci- 
sion of the commission was correct and 
is affirmed. 


Recheck on Wisconsin Rates 

MILWAUKEE, Feb. 9—A recheck of 
classification rates for relativity in con- 
nection with inauguration of the ex- 
perience rating plan in workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance in Wisconsin is con- 
templated, according to George Haydon, 
manager of the Wisconsin Compersation 
Rating & Inspection Bureau. 

The recheck will take place around 
July 1, when experience rating becomes 
effective. It will be undertaken jointly 
by the bureau and the Wisconsin Com- 
pensation Insurance Board. As a gen- 
eral thing the present rates are about 
in line and the premium level is not very 
far off, according to Mr. Haydon. The 
recheck is expected, however, to show 
need for upward revision of some rates 
and downward revision of others despite 
the fact that the average will be slightly 
affected, if at all. 





HEAVY LOSS FOR MISSOURI] 





Lack of Compensation Law Cost $500, 
000 on Highway Construction 
Work Alone 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 10.—Elmer Dop- 
nell, managing director of the Assogci- 
ated Industries of Missouri, estimates 
that an equitable workmen’s compensa- 
tion act would have saved the people 
of the state upwards of $500,000 op 
state highway construction alone. The 
Associated Industries is conducting the 
campaign to save the compensation act 
that was enacted by the last legislature 

Mr. Donnell based his estimate as to 
the saving on state highway construc- 
tion on the rates charged for employers’ 
liability insurance in Missouri, which 
hasn’t a compensation law, and in the 
adjoining states of Illinois, Iowa and 
Kansas which are so protected. In Mis- 


, souri road contractors pay $3.63 on each 


$100.00 of payroll, while in Illinois the 
rate is but $2.15, in Iowa $2.50 and in 
Kansas $2.61. 

Since the Missouri highway depart- 
ment started construction work on the 
present highway system approximately 
$48,400,844 has been expended for labor 
and because of the operations of the 
Missouri damage suit lawyers and their 
labor allies the contractors have been 
forced to pay $1 per $100 of payroll 
more than was charged in other states. 
This has added at least $500,000 to Mis- 
souri’s road bill, and the toll is getting 
greater year by year. 


Protest New Utah Rates 
SALT LAKE CITY, Feb. 

National Council on Compensation In 
surance in a letter to the Industrial 
Commission of Utah declares that the 
new rates adopted recently by the com- 
mission show a net reduction of 1.3 
percent, where the experience in_ the 
state showed a need for increasing them

The commis- 
sion said that in order to bring the na- 
tional guard under the benefits of the 
compensation law, the act will have to 
be amended.

Patrick F. Casey of Cleveland has been 
appointed a member of the Ohio indus- 
trial commission to succeed T. J. Duffy 
of East Liverpool, who resigned a few 
days ago.

LEAP FROM CAR IS COVERED | 


U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals at Phila- 
delphia Broadens Scope of Auto- 
mobile Accident Policy 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 10.—The 
United States district court of appeals | 
holds that an automobile accident policy | 
covers death occasioned in a leap from 
an automobile. 

The decision was rendered in a suit | 
brought against the Aetna Life by Mrs. 
Helen A, Wright of Scranton, Pa., | 
whose husband died of injuries sustained 
Sept. 27, 1921, when he leaped from the 
car of A. M, Titlow after the latter lost 
control of the machine on a steep grade. 
Wright was insured against accident or 
death “in” an automobile, and his widow 
sought to recover the ameunt of the 
policy —$7,500. 

In the federal court at Scranton a 
jury returned a verdict favorable to the 
company, from which the plaintiff ap- 
pealed. The point at issue was largely 
whether automobile accident insurance 
applied to injuries or death resulting 
from jumping from a machine to escape 
injury. It was hebd by a majority of the 
court that to leap from a motor car in 
a perilous situation is the natural thing | 
to do and that an insurance company 
should not be allowed to escape liability 
on a technicality. Under the circum- , 
stances, it was ruled, the automobile is 
the “proximate” cause of the accident.

among themselves according to agree- 
ment.’ 

“That saying will become a_ classic 
insurance. It is impossible 
to leave out a word, and the statement 
is complete. Automobile claimants of 
course are all third parties. 

“It took almost 40 years for an ex- 
change to get into court with an out- 
sider. The first thing the court did was 
to crash through the limited liability 
agreement. That was in Texas. The 
Texas decision has been reprinted a 
good deal, but I will read it again 


Texas Supreme Court’s Ruling 
on Liability of Members 


“The Texas supreme court said: ‘Any 
intended or, for that matter, express 
limitations among the members of their 
individual liability could no more con- 
trol the rights of third persons than 
could a similar agreement between the 
members of an ordinary partnership. 
The members of the association are in- 
dividually liable because they are all 
principals, and, being principals are 
bound in the same manner and for the 
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reason that members of an ordinary 
partnership are bound.’ 

“If ten men sign a note, there isn’t 
a business man who doesn’t know that 
you can collect from any one of the ten 
you can get hold of. They teach that 
mm school. When a man signs a recipro- 
cal power of attorney, he signs not one 
note but thousands. That is where he 
won't believe you. He doesn’t believe 
anyone would have the nerve to come 
to him with such a proposition. 

“In practice he is more like an en- 
dorser. There may be several hundred 
thousand dollars between him and any 
demand on his signed agreement. ;

Damage Suit Lawyers Will 
Discover Possibilities 


“How is a member going to know 
what his signature means? The con- 
cern is going along all right, seems to 
have money and shows what it calls a 


surplus. Every company is good till it 
busts. What will happen if it does 
bust? 


“In a stock company you know the 
answer. In a reciprocal Judge Wilker- 
son gives this answer: ‘The members 
are liable to third persons as partners, 
and among themselves according to 
zgreement.’ 

“To get the effect of Judge Wilker- 
son’s answer you have to remember that 
in an automobile reciprocal all the claim- 
ants are third persons. 

“To get the full effect, just imagine 
some smart lawyer digging out the 
names of several well-to-do members. 
He names them in his suit. The cases 
are published in the ‘Court Index.’ 
Other lawyers copy the names for their 
suits. By the time they are filed at 
least 90 of 100 will name these prom- 
inent members and demand that they 
Day. 

“After all, isn’t it proper? These men 
lend their names on a contract. If they 
have to pay, they can make the other 
members contribute. Of course they 
will have a heck of a job, but why 
should the claimant chase around after 
members that are no good? 


Four Points for Different 
Classes of Members 


“Summing up, we have several points, 
affecting members of different financial 
positions and different moral sensibili- 
ties. 

“1. Does the $5 or $10 saved make 
up for that kid of insurance? 

“2. Do you want to go into a scheme 
which uses your money to pay old 
losses, that have been accumulating for 
years, or do you ever want to leave your 
losses behind for others to pay? This 
is a matter of principle. 

“3. Do you want to accept a_ policy 
with an indemnity clause that will per- 
mit a damage verdict to cloud: your 
financial life, while the company stands 
by and laughs at attempts to collect 
what you paid your premiums for? 

“4. If the indemnity clause is riddled 
or is not used, can you afford to be 
made the goat for claims that the re- 
ciprocal ought to handle, and be forced 
to defend yourself on accidents that 
happened to other members that you 
know nothing about and that you ‘may 
eventually have to pay for?”

SMITH ADDRESSES BUILDERS

NEW POLICY PROPOSED 


DISCUSS BORDERLINE CASES 


Edgar Harold Suggested Means of Se- 
curing Favorable Precedent in 
This Litigation 


A suggestion for the adoption of a 
new policy by disability companies to 
overcome the legal difficulties in con- 
nection with borderline cases was made 
by Edgar Harold, claim representative 
of the Pacific Mutual Life, speaking be- 
fore the Chicago Claim Association 
Wednesday evening. Mr. Harold de- 
fined borderline cases as those that fall 
so near the dividing line between acci- 
dent and sickness that the claimant can 
file under either division. If he has an 
accident only policy, he calls it an acci- 
dent; if he has an illness only policy, 
he calls it illness; and if he has a com- 
bination policy, he classifies it on the 
side of the largest indemnities. Mr. 
Harold cited numerous court decisions 
in this connection, notably the unusual 
decision of the Illinois supreme court 
last year, holding the Pacific Mutual 
under an accident policy ior a death by 
typhoid. He said that this form of prec- 
edent, which is dangerous, can only be 
met by establishing a court precedent 
of the right kind. To do this, he sug- 
gested that the companies adopt a pol- 
icy with a death benefit separate from 
the accident section, to be in effect only 
for death from sickness. It would re- 
quire a premium charge on the scale of 
life insurance, but it would enable the 
companies to handle the claims without 
fear, for they would then go into court 
at an advantage, instead of a disadvan- 
tage. The burden of proof would be 
thrust on the claimant instead of the 
company, to show that the case did not 
belong where classified. The discussion 
for the evening was on these borderline 
cases.

Case of Bankrupt Assured 


Attempt of Person Injured to Recover 
Against Insurer on Judgment Against 
Insured Who Has Become Bankrupt.— 
Defendant casualty eompany insured de- 
fendant drug store “against loss from the 
liability . .. as a result of error ° 
in the filling of any prescription.” Plain- 
tiff recovered judgment against insured 
for such injury, and after return of execu- 
tion unsatisfied, the insured being bank- 


rupt, brought this action against de- 
fendant company under the insurance 
law (Sec. 109). The statute allows 


in such action any defense it could have 
properly urged against assured, if he 
had brought action on the policy. When 
plaintiff brought action against insured, 
it refused all information to insurer ex- 
cept “that a mistake had occurred.” Held 
that motion to set aside verdict and re- 
served motion to dismiss complaint be 
granted. Insured had failed to “cooper- 
ate” with insurer in defending the action 
under the terms of the policy. The 
meaning of “cooperation” cannot be con- 
tracted to exclude a fair statement of 


the facts of the case. Coleman vs. New

Japanese Road Courtesy

COMPENSATION CASES GIVEN 
Some Recent Decisions That Have 


Been Rendered Wherein Some Im- 
portant Points Were Involved 


When Employe Was Injured in the 
Course of Her Employment—The work- 
men’s compensation law distinguishes 
between an employe “at the plant” and 
“an employe in the course of his em- 
ployment away from plant of the em- 
ployer.” Claimant was a store detective 
and ordinarily employed in the store, but 
from time to time it was necessary for 
her to attend court to give testimony in 
shoplifting cases. On the day of the 
accident, Sunday, she left her home to 
attend court and at the conclusion of the 
case left to return home. On the way 
home she was injured. Held that the 
business of the master made necessary 
the journey to court, and the homeward 
journey was a necessary counterpart. 
The injury was in the course of employ- 
ment. In re Gibbs. R. H. Macy &
